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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Brockman (US patent number 4,956,864, newly cited}), 

Brockman teaches antenna diversity receiver comprising: a plurality of antennas 
(figures 2 and 4) for receiving RF signal; mixers 24A and 24B (see also mixers in figure 
4) for down converting the received RF signals to a corresponding Intermediate 
Frequencies (see output from the Ifs In fig.4) by an oscillator (see fig.4) which generates 
either phase or frequency shifted (see col. 2, lines 34-68 and col. 9, lines 35 through 
col. 10, line 37); and summing (see the summing device in figures 2 and 4) the 
Intermediate frequency from the plurality of antennas to be processed by the receiving 
end in figure 3, claimed signal processing, as in claims 11-13. 

As to the claimed 'wireless receiving device' in the preamble of claims 11-13, it is 
an intended use and the claimed subject matter in the body of the claims does not call 
for a limitation/s that the claimed invention is used in the mobile communication 
environment, therefor no patentable weight given. 
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Response to Amendment 



3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-13 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US patent numbers 5.179,728 and 6.069.583 issued to Sowadski 
and Silvertrin et al. respectively and Japanese patent number 3351 77A disclose 
diversity receiver having means for shifting the frequency of the received IF signals.
